One of the big secrets to happiness is to love your 
work. One thing that Sierra Madre’s Robin Spurs has al¬ 
ways loved is hats. The talented aitist/designer began 
making her own hats, just for fim, and the reactions she 
had were pretty typical: “Where did you get that hat? I 
have to buy one.” When you hear enough times that you 
could conceivably be paid for something you do anyway 
for free, the wheels start to turn, and that’s what hap¬ 
pened with Robin. Eight years ago, her favorite hobby 
has become her source of irfeome. 

It was shortly after her business started, and shortly 
after the loss of her mother to pancreatic cancer, that (me 
of her customers who had lost her hair following che¬ 
motherapy treatments mentioned to Robin that it was 
“just plain torture” to wear a wig and a hat together, and 
asked if she could think of anything better. 

The “something better” that Robin thought of was hats 
with detachable hairpieces and bangs. The proteXype was 
developed three years ago, with patent, and earlier this 
year, she began selling the hats, with velcro attachments, 
and the hairpieces, which can be mixed and match to 
each hat. 

‘They detach for two reasons,” Spurs explains. “First, 
the hairpieces can be washed without damaging the hat. 
Secondly, there are hats for all seasons. Warm winter 
hats, straw |)ats for spring, summer caps...My custom¬ 
ers can keep a consistent hairstyle, if they choose, and 
still change hats whenever they want.” 

While a substantial number of Spurs’ customers have 
lost hair due to either cancer treatments or Alopecia 
Areata, an auto immune disease that causes baldness, 
half of those customers do have hair. At a recent show 
at a breast cancer walk-a-thon, all of her customers ex¬ 
cept one had hair. “They’re just fun. I have customers 
who want to be blond for a day, or red, or brunette.” 

The hairpieces are sold separately, as are the hats. The

One of the most inspiring highlights of my work ac¬ 
tivity on the Angeles National Forest, in the late forties, 
involved a dedicated man looking for his Army Air Coq> 
son who was presumed lost somewhere between San 
Francisco and Long Beach. I met this man over a peri¬ 
od of three years, walking along the toads and hiking in 
the vicinity of the high voltage power line running south 
over the mountains between Vincent and the Angeles 
Crest Guard Station. Though his son had been declared 
lost several years earlier on a training flight from Mof- 
fet Field near San Francisco to March Air Force Base, 
this father knew in his heart that someday he would find 
his son despite seemingly insurmountable odds. 

During the war years and for some time thereafrer, 
flyers of the armed forces used this transmission line as 
a beacon on their flights between Northern and South¬ 
ern California. As a result of this almost constant air 
traffic and the inherent hazards to be encountered, many 
inexperienced pilots were lost along the way. Low 
clou^ and fog often obscured this beacon and to keep 
it in sight, they often flew much to low to correct for very 
abrupt changes in topography. As a result, aircraft 
wreckage literally delineated the line. But, not all miss¬ 
ing planes were found along this route. Some, were 
presumed to have overflown their southerly destination 
and more than likely, ditched in the Pacific Ocean after 
futming out of fuel. 

This dedicated man, the father of an Air Corp pilot 
was convinced diat his son’s remains could still be found 
and given a Christian burial. His dedication and con¬ 
viction remained undaunted despite the presumption by 
the Corps, that he had overflown his destination and had 
been lost at sea. So certain was this father, that he de¬ 
voted several weeks of his aimual vacation time, year 
after year, combing the forest on either side of the trans¬ 
mission line, looking for evidence of his son’s wreck site, 
specifically on or around Pacifico Mountain. 

Now, it is one thing to fly over an area and look for a 
plane that has crashed and skidded to a landing under 
brush as high as a house. It is quite another thing to do 
this on foot where roads and trails are virtually non-ex¬ 
istent. But, this father, with faith, love and dedication, 
felt something that had escaped everyone else, includ¬ 
ing the experts.

Especially “invisible” 
stains those caused by soft drinks, other liquids, and 
foodstuffs - that will oxidize and appear later. 

When you take your sweater to a professional IFI dry- 
cleaner, expect the following: 

* No noticeable shrinkage or distortion. 

* Luxury and loose knits will be boxed or placed over 
the bar of a protected hanger. Separate pieces will be 
folded over separate hangers.

Each ^me that 1 ran into him during the hot summer 
months, he would recite the same story of his missing 
son and of his vision that he, the father, would someday 
find his son’s remains.

On our third summer meeting, he told me, that he felt 
more strongly than ever that he was going to be success¬ 
ful and find just where his son had crashed. In his mind, 
it was somewhat east of the transmission line and prob¬ 
ably on the north slope of Pacifico Mountain. Wishing 
his luck, as I had done several times before, I shared my 
water with this man and dismissed the possibility of a 
successful search. I had known of too many incidents 
of plane crashes that had lain hidden from aerial or 
ground view, either because the planes on crashing, slid 
beneath the dense brush or had fallen into a deep can¬ 
yon and been buried for long periods by heavy snow and 
brush. Only be accidenL had I been able to report un- 
found crash sites and only because our reconnaissance 
surveys took us close enough to see the remains of an 
aircrait On two such occasions, we found the murtuni- 
fied bodies of the pilots. BuL back to the dedicated fa¬ 
ther. 

Though 1 was transferred from the Angeles forest to 
the Klamath in 1949,1 heard through the grapevine, that 
indeed, this most dedicated father, had indeed, found his 
son’s crash site, and almost exactly where his vision had 
taken him, on the north slope of Pacifico Mountains. 

I have known people of deep faith, religious or oth¬ 
erwise, but never of anyone as dedicated or as deter¬ 
mined as this man, who no doubt would have continued 
the search as long as he was physically able. A true case
